Say Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—The steamer 


Alameda arrived from Auckland and Sydney, 


via Honolulu, this afternoon, and brings news 
of @revolution and bloodshed at Honolulu. 
Charles L. Carter, who was one of the annex- 
ation Commissioners, was killed, and other 
government supporters were wounded. There 
bas been much fighting and at least twelve na- 
tives have been killed. Nearly 200 revolu- 
tionists are under arrest. Robert Wilcox is the 
leader of the rebels. The fighting was still in 

when the Alameda left Honolulu, 
Jan. 11, but the government forces had prac- 
tically overcome the revolutionists. The As- 
sociated Press has the followmg correspond- 
ence : 

Horouvnv, Jan. 11.—There were no fresh 
developments id the threatened uprising until 
Sunday afternoon, Jan. 6, when the Mar- 
shal’s detectives brought in news for that offi- 
cer immediately to summon the Cabinet and 
leading officers of the Military and Citizens’ 
Guard for consultation. 
after their arrival Deputy Marshal Brown and 
a squad of police under Capt. Parker left for 
the beach at Waikiki with orders to search 
the premises of Henry Bertlemann, a promi- 
nent royalist, for arms and ammunition. 
Just previous to reaching the place the posse 
was joined by Charies L. Carter, Alfred Car- 
ter, and J. B. Castle, who lived near by, all 
members of the Citizens’ Guard. 

On approaching the house the Deputy Mar- 
sha! left the squad on the lawn while he en- 
tered the house and, finding Bertlemann and 
a strange white man there, proceeded to read 
his warrant. When half way through shots 
were heard from the rear of the house. The 
officers asked quickly:

LIVELY FIGHT WITH MONTREAL MOB 


Riot Begun but Nipped ‘in the Bud by 
Timely Action. 

Mowyrrear, Jan. 18.— [Special.] — Montreal 
narrowly escaped serious riot and bloodshed 
this afternoon, and bad it not been for the ef- 
fective work of the police the results would 
have been serious. A mob of idle men which 
had been surging around the city hall since 
morning toward 1 o'clock grew turbulent, 
and while one of the leaders was aadressing 
them a carter who attempted to pass through 
the rants was the signal for the disorder to 
commence. The police were appealed to, and 
they began to pilot the sleigh, but they could 
not go beyond the outskirts, as the crowd 
hemmed them in, those in the rear crushing 
the others on the officers, and separating them 
from their charges. 

Criés arose on every hand to those in the 
middle of the street to stop the disturbers and 
allow no passage. The officers tried to effect 
an opening, and although badly bruised re- 
; Those who 
were on guard at the entrance of the city hall 
left their posts to hasten to the assistance of 
their comrades and, finding they could not 
pass . mob, emerged from the side 
of the city hall and took the crowd in the 
rear and in the flank. They were soon 
hemmed in and thrust against the wall. 

At one time it looked as if they would fare 
badly. Finally Supt. Hughes appeared on 
the scene with reinforcements, all the reserve 
men at the Central Station were called out, 
and several patrol wagons came dashing down 
the street. Constable Gratton was seriously 
hart at this point by a patrol wagon running 
over him and was carried into the station. A 
rioter was taken to the station, blood flowing 
from his face. 

The Chief addressed the crowd, and told 
them they would have to allow a passage for 
vehicles, He was interrupted by howls and 
jeers, and many began to throw ice and snow. 
It: was then found necessary to attack the crowd, 
which had become violent. They refused to 
move. The most excitable spirits were 
placed under arrest and lodged in 
the cells. Ten were arrested, but they 
protested and soma refused to accompany 
the officers... One young fellow tried to at- 
tack the Chief of Police, but he was subdued. 
The police then used their batons only asa 
final resource; and when the mob saw the of- 
ficers were in earnest they began to dis- 
perse. During the rest of the afternoon they 
gathered in squads around the city hall, but 
were peaceful, The prisoners were subse- 
quently admitted to bail.

His highest vote tonight was 
61 on the first ballot—11 short of the goal of 
nomination, His strength feil to 55 on the 
last ballot. Gov. Nelson, who started in with 
45, gained on almost every vote until the last, 
when he received 60. 

The outcome of what now promises to be a 
protracted contest in the Legislature it is im- 


1 possible to foresee with the least degree of 
.certainty. “ The fleld.“ however, is victori- 


ous in that it seems to have commpassed the de- 
feat af Washburn—a result predicted in these 
dispatches and conceded by nearly everybody 
outside the Washburn camp from the day 
Gov. Nelson entered the lists. Whether the 
eagle of victory will eventually perch upon 
the standard ot The Little Norwegian who 
now occupies the gubernatorial chair, or 
whether Comstock, Pillsbury, or some other 
dark horse lands the coveted prize, the op- 


ponents of Washburn have no doubt accom- | 


plished what they primarily set out to do, 
that is, prevent bis reélection. 

The test of relative strength of Senatorial 
candidates occurred ia the Republican caucus 
tonight on a motion mude in the interest of 


. Washburn that a majority of the quorun in- 


stead of a majority of Republican members 
be sufficient to nominate. This was lost by 
an overwhelming vote, the combined oprosi- 
tion to Washburn scormg 86, or 15 more 
than a majority of all present. 

The first ballot apparently sealed the 
doom of Senator Washburn. He 
received his high-water mark of sixty-one 
votes, five less than his supporters had 
claimed, and lacking eleven of the number 
necessary to nominate, Gov. Nelson’s vote. 
forty-five, was fully up to the expectation of 
his managers and was a portent, they asserted, 
of the increasing strength which subsequent 
ballots would show. Comstock and McCleary 
each had seventeen, and seven were scatter- 
ing. It is general! understood 
wher the proper time comes all of McCleary’s 
strength and much of Comstock’s will swing 
over to Nelson. Though the contest bids fair 
ta be prolonged, this result is not desired 
by Washburp, but has been ardently longed 
for by the fieid.”’ 

The appearance in the fourth ballot of 
Charles A. Pillsbury, the Minneapolis miller, 
was looked upon as the adventof a dark 
horse on splendid sibilities. Pillsbury 
had all along declared he was nota candidate, 
but it was thought not unlikely the te. 
olis support of Washburn, when the defeat of 
that gentleman was accomplished to the satis- 
faction of all, would go to Pillsbury in an at- 
temp» to hold the Senatorship in Minneapolis. 
Whether or not astampede in Pillsbury’s 
direction could be accomplished was early a 
— of conjecture, but it seemed hardly 
likely. 

The gain of four secured by ex-Congress- 
man Comstock on the fifth ballot was re- 
garded as somewhat significant, as it was 
thought there probably would be an effort to 
swing enough votes over to him to secure 
his nomination, which many would re- 
gard as a happy outcome of the 
struggle. Comstock lives in the 
western part of the State, where the granger 
influence is all-powerful, and he is regarded 
close to tho common people, which never 
could be said of Washburn, who has all along 
been handicap by his lack of personal 
magnetism and his innate indisposition to 
„ mix“ with the middle class.

House Decides to Appoint a Committee on 
Treasurer's Use of Funds.

tigate the financial status of all public funds 
which arealleged to be deposited for the 
benefit of public officials having them in 
charge. F. E. Smith of Hennepin County 
introduced a substitute resolution for the 
same investigation to be made by a joint 
committee instead of simply by a committee 
of the House, but giving the, chief authority 
in the matter to the public examiner. Mr.

banding of the naval battalion is the un- 
doubted result of the trouble between the 
Commander and some other officers on the 
one side and the rest of the officers on the 
other, while the enlisted men took sides as 
their feelings dictated. 

The greater part of this trouble is an old 
story. Everybody knows of the row aver 
the attempt to hold an election Oct. 25; of 
the adjournment to a later date; of the 
charges that Commander Shaffner ran in 
recruits to vote after the manner of Demo- 
eratic heelers in a naturalization mill, and of 
the other things told from time to time in the 
daily papers which tended to disrupt the or- 
ganization, array faction against faction, 
and to put discipline at a discount. 
These troubles culminated Thursday, when 
Gen. John McNulta of Chicago, representing 
the enti-Shaffner officers, and Judge Gross of 
Springfield, representing Commander Shaff- 
ner, appeared before Adjutant-General Oren- 
dorff and presented their clients’ cases. 

Charges Against Shaffner. 

Charges were filed by Gen. McNulta against 
Shaffner. The charges were signed by Her- 
bert MeNulta, Henry A. Allen, John R. El- 
dred, George F. Jewett, Henry Dolese, O. B. 
Wilmarth, N. B. Haldane, James C. Simms, 
and J. B. Marshall. The following officers 
signed their names to one charge only, that 
of conduct un becoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman: Horatio Wait, Raymoad B. Swigart, 
and S. J. Jones. Commander Shaffner, 
through his representative, filed charges 
against Lieut. H. A. Allen, Ensign Herbert 
MecNulta, and Seaman E. H. Harrison. 
These allege “Conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and military 
discipline, with disrespect, conspiracy, and 
other misdemeanors as specifications.” 
The Adjutant-General is said to have told all 
concerned one week ago yesterday that the 
best way out of the. difficulty would be for 
Commander Shaffner and Lieut. Dovale, who 
was recognized as the leader of the anti- 
Shaffner faction, to resign. Dovale complied 
and his resignation went to Springfield 
with Gen. McNulta Wednesday. It is said 
Shaffner agreed to resign, but did not keep his 
part of the agreement. The Commander says 
he did not agree to resign, but that he wanted 
the fullest investigation. However that may 
be, Gen. Orendorff apparently thought the 
best thing to do was to disband the organiza- 
tion. 

Allegations Against the Commander. 

The charges against Shaffner were filed, the 
signers say. only after all argument and per- 
suasion had failed to get him to withdraw. The 
charges—one of them in particular—are 
of such a nature that in the fave of them a 
mah could not well resign without having the 
action construed as an admission of guilt. 

The first of the charges against the Com- 
mander, as filed at Springfield, is disobedi- 


ence of orders. There are three specifications - 


under this head—one touchmg bis refusal to 
obey orders to hold an eléction Nov, 25, an- 
other of like import coupled with the state- 
ment that the Commander refused to preside 
at the meeting called for the election, and an- 
other specification toucnes the refusal to hold 
an election Dec, 6. 

The second charge is one of making a false 
muster in including the names of thirty-four 
men who were not enlisted in a bona fide man- 
ner. There are two other specifications under 
this charge. 

Conduct prejudicial to gocd order and mili- 
taty discipline constitutes the third charge. 
Trying to force his officers to indorse his con- 
duct and trying to force out of the service En- 
sign N. B. Haldane are two of the specitica- 
tions under this charge. There are seven 
other specifications under this head. 

The fourth charge is conduct unbecoming 
an offigr and a gentleman.” The Paymas- 
ter, the Adjutant, and the Surgeon, staff off. 
cers appointed by Commander Shaffner, af- 
fixed their signatures to this charge, which is 


| in substance that the accused introduced an 


improper person, Crofter, to his officers and 
their wives at a reception given at his own 
house.

A meeting of the officers who are opposed to 
Shaffner was held at the Palmer House Mon- 
day night, and it was then agreed that these 
charges should be pressed in case he would 
not resign. 

Many Bills He Must Pay. 


No one of those opposed to Shaffnér dis- 
putes the fact that he was generous in his deal- 
ings with the naval contingent. He is per- 
eonally responsible for some thousands of 
dollars indebtedness, a load that he shoul- 
dered willingly, believing that unless the bat- 
talion received such support it could not 
prosper. It became necessary to purchase 
uniforms for about 200 men. It was thought 
money enough could be obtained from citi- 
zens interested in the building up of the 
naval militia to cover this expense and oth- 
ers. It was hoped to raise $50,000. The 
money has not been raised yet and now the 
battalion is disbanded and Commander 
Shaffner has a quantity of bille on his hands 
which he must pay. uniforms cost $9 
each and this bill amounte to $1,800. A 
bank cashed a note for the contractor. The 
note bore Commander Shaffner’s indorse- 
ment. 

Money is @wing, it is understood, for work 
done on the foundation on the Lake-Front in 
which the battleship Illinois, given by the 
government to the State of Illinois, is to rest 
when it is brought piecemeal from Jackson 
Park.

Sash, Door, and Blind Manufacturers Fall 
to Agree, 

For three days manufacturers re 
60 per cent of the output of ‘sash, doors, and 
blinds of the United’ States have been in ses- 
sion at the Tremont House endeavoring to or- 
ganize to control prices, It was proposed to 
form a company with $40,000 capital in 
shares of $100 each. Each stockholder was 
to pay in cash $2,000, From time to time 
meetings were to be held, when discounts 
were to be decided upon and all members 
were to sign un agreement to keep the asso- 
ciation discounts, The Secretary of the asso- 
ciation was to be permitted to have free as- 
cess to the books of membors in order to in- 
vestigate any charges of underselling, The 
penalty was u fine of from one to five shares 
of stock, and if the stopk forfeited was not 
made good in cash by a certain time the whole 
amount of stock was to be lost. A commit- 
tee on appeals was the court of last resort. 

Nothmg was accomp’ished at the meetings 
and it looks as if it would be some time be- 
fore an association on these lines would be 
formed. One of the details that could not be 
agreed on was, itis said, an equalization pf 
freight rates so that all territory would be in 
the nature of common territory. The market 
supplied by the manufacturers represented at 
the meetings includes tne States east of the 
Rocky Mountains, Western New York, West- 
ern Pennsylvania, West Virginia, and a por- 
tion of Virginia, and the States of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. While the manufacturers who 
would like to be in such an association could 
not supply all the demand, they would control 
prices, because they always have done so, and 
every small manufacturer depends for his 
trade by cutting beiow what is recognized as 
the market price. 

Trade in sush, doors, and blinds has been 
unsatisfactory for many months. Manufact- 
urers and jobbers have been cutting prices un- 
til, it is said. goods are being sold below the 
cost of production. Prices are quoted by 
means of discounts based gow the universal 

rice list, which is compiled by the Wholesale 

sh, Door and Blind Manufacturers Associa- 
tion ol the Northwest. association has 
for its members the manulacturers of Osh- 
kosh, Wis.,.the largest producing point in the 
United States, Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Dubuque, Clinton, 
Lyons, Davenport, and Muscatine, Ia., Rock 
Island III., Wausau and Merrill, Wis., most 
of whom were represented iuperson at the 
meetings. a 
This association has nothing to do with dit- 
posing of the product of the factories, bus 
is devoted entirely to the details of manu- 
facture. The universal price list is the 
nearest approach to prices that engages the 
attention of this association, and, for the 
sake of convenience in figuriug, an estab- 
lished price is made for egeh item, based on 
the cost of lumber, etc., in each size of work, 
This price list is accepted all over the United 
States as u standard. Members are at liberty 
to make their own discounta from this list, 
and at present this is done, so there is no uni- 
formity. When it is desfred to have uniform 
discounts an association of manufacturers and 
jobbers is formed to adopt them. 

It was the annual meeting of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association that was the immediate 
cause of the presence of the manufacturers, 
Some changes in the universal price list 
were made, ac vancing the list of long 1% 
inch doors and all sizes of 1% inch doors 
from 5 to 10 percent, about fifteen items 
being affected. The officers elected are: 
President, George M. Paine, Paine Lumber 
company, Oshkosh, Wis. : View President, W. 
S. Paddock, Cream City Sash and Door com- 
pany Milwaukee; Secretary and Treasurer, 

rank Adams, Farley & Loetscher Manu- 
facturing company, Dubuque, la. ; Executive 
committee, George M. Paine, W. S. Paddock, 
E. A. Engler, Carr. Ryder & Engier company, 
Dubuque; John R. Laing, Palmer & Fuller 
company, Chicago; T. R. Morgan, Morgan 
company, Oshkosh and Chicago. 

Until about a year ago there was in opera- 
tion the Oshkosh Lumber and Manufacturing 
company, which was the strongest organiza- 
tion to control prices that was ever formed by 
sash and door men. While it lived prices 
were maintained and everybody was satisfied, 
including dealers and their customers. 
plan of the organization was for each mem- 
ber to subscribe a certain cash sum for capi- 
tal stock, which was forfeited under certain 
conditions. With falling off in volume of 
trade on account of deciine in building opera- 
tions and of the harmony existing in the 
trade this association was disbanded. There 
was an equalization of freight rates, so that 
everybody reached every section of the con- 
suming territory on the same basis. 

The cause of the demoralization of prices 
grew out of a little controversy in Ohio. One 
of the Oshkosh manufacturers opened a dis- 
tributing warehouse in Cleveland, Until he 
began to cut prices in order to sell his goods 
discounts were maintained on a uniform 
basis, but as soon as it was discovered he 
would not keep his agreement, and there was 
no money up that could be forfeited, the word 
was given that open prices should prevail in 
Ohio territery. Prices in other ons were 
maintained for about a month, when the Osh- 
kosh manufacturer got out his knife and went 
for trade in other States, which resulted in 
utter demoralization, except that nobody will 
sell carioad lots for future delivery at pres- 
ent prices. 

One strong firm can, if it chooses, make the 
prices for the rest by sending broadcast a dis- 
count sheet lower than its competitors. If 
they do not meet it it gets all tne orders as 
long as its stock holds out, and us the aver- 
age factory turns out 600 doors a day with a 
corresponding number of sash and blinds it 
ean handle a steady trade. This feature 
makes it difficult for the fraternity to come 
together in an iron-elad organization, 

obody directly interested in the factories 
was present from Merrill, Wis., which is a 
large producer of sash and doors. It is 8314 
the Merrill manufacturers were opposed to 
the association idea, because several years 
ago they were in a pool with Oshkosh. Mer- 

il put up its share of the money, but Osh- 
kosh did not. The association was run for a 
while, when it was thought best to disband 

when it was wound up it was discovered 
Merrill had put up all the money, which had 
all been used for the benefit of tne association 
and there was nothing left. 

It was also reported two of the strongest 
concerns refused to contribute $2,000 cash, 
which was another detail that could not be 
arranged, eo the association could not be or- 
ganized. It was also that an equaii- 
zation of rates would discriminate in favor of 
the Cleveland house of the Oshkosh concern 
to which no one is very friendly. Most of 
those present expressed a desire to become a 
part of an organization on the lines pro. 
posed, and something may occur ore 
spring to bring about the desired result.

All the Demands Made by Mexico iu the 
Boundary Question Are Eejected « 
Guatemala Refuses to Concede Any of 
the Disputed Points=Wat Will Prob- 
ably Come=This Will Be a Serious At- 
fair for Both Countries and May In- 
wolve Others North and South. R 

New York, Jan. 18,—[Special.]—A special 
dispatch from the City of Mexico says it has 
been semi-officially announced that Guate- 
mala has rejected the demands of Mexico. 

This republic insisted that Guatemala should 

make amends for the invasion of Mexican ter- 


ritory and destruction of the loggmg camps; 


jndemnity for the damage done, indemnity for 
the expenses caused by the mobilization of 
Mexican forces on the frontier of Guatemala, 
and the conclusion of a boundary survey in 
accordance with treaty of 1882. 

Three-fifths of the demands were disposed 
of by Guatemala’s claim that the territory 
alleged to have been invaded belongs to that 
eountry. This position was maintained de- 
spite the provision of the treaty of 1882 that 
the territory should be considered as belong- 
ing to Mexico, pending a final survey of the 
boundary. 

Mexico’s demands are considered here in 
the nature of an ultimatum, Only a telegraphic 
synopsis of Guatemala’s reply has been re- 


’ geived here. The official document is ex- 


pected Jan. 26. In the meantime it is ex- 
pected the Mexican Government will not take 
official action immediately. 

War seems imminent. Mexico has 14,000 
troops and 113 guns within twenty-four hours’ 
march of the border, as well as 16,000 more 
men in Chiapas, Acapulco, and other conven- 
jent districts. Uniess Guatemala’s reply be 


. patisfactory there will be little hope ofa 


peaceful settlement. Most Mexican States 
have offered to send troops to the front. The 
chief difficulty in the Mexican army is the 
lack of provisions.

TeaucigaLpa, Jan. 18.—The Guatemalan

PRESIDENT FAURE 18 IN THE ELYSEE. 


He Takes Up His Place in the Rooms Oc- 
cupied by Perier. 


Panis, Jan, 18.—The staff of the Ministry 
of Marine called upon President Faure today 
and bid farewell to him as its late chief. The 
President then went to the Elysée Palace, 
where he was received with military honors 
and took possession of the rooms previously 
occupied by M. Casimir-Perier. The new 
President, however, will not take up his offi- 
cial residence until Wednesday. 

Tub election of President Faure has 
been well received by the moderate press and 
is violently criticised by the Radical and So- 
cialist newspapers. a 

The Journal des Debats says itis gratified 
at the defeat of M. Brisson and that in elect- 
ing M. Faure, whoisa man of liberal and 
moderate mind and clear, sound intellect, the 
National Assembly placed the destinies of 
France in good hands. 

The Radical is of the opinion that the elec- 
tion leaves matters in the condition of uncer- 
tainty and instability from which the republic 
is suffering. 

M. Millerand, the Socialist Deputy and 
editor of the Petite Republique, says in his 
newspaper this morning that M. Faure is not 
President but a mere supernumerary, adding: 
Tho Socialist party cannot be disturbed by 
the election of a man who has neither individ- 
uality of character nor particular worth.“ 

The Lanterne predicts the beginn ing of an 
era of violent reaction and adds: Where 
Casimir-Perier failed Faure will also fail. 
We shall return to Versailles before the year 
expires,”’

Lorpos, Jan. 18.—A Paris dispatcn to the 
Daily News says: The members of Con- 
gress arrived at Versailles practically un- 
pledged, One of the results of the multiplici- 
ty of parties in France is that they are unable 
to put forward a strong man on an emer- 
gevey. There cannot be that scientific or- 
ganization which we see carried to periection 
in America, where the successor of an Amer- 
ican Casimir-Perier would have been there 
when wanted. 

„Congress Hall had a hurried look. The 
women’s dresses were the best they could 
show, but were not made for the occasion.

Bonfield 
admits they are not the ones he would like to 
have. Lieut. Bonfield frankly says the tools 
got into his possession through an accident, 
but he utteriy refuses to say how or where 
that accident occurred. The outfit has not 
been used in Chicago—it is not that kind. 
What the police call the best box men in the 
country make Chicago their home and 
they are unalterably opposea to any safe 
blowmg being done ia Chicago. When- 
ever a safe is blown here itis what is known 
in the vernacular as a soft box, has been 
robbed by cheap thieves, and the first men to 
— the police catch them will be the afore- 
said dest inthe conntry.’’

The 
police got it complete. There is everything 
there from strychnine to a dark- 
lantern.. The best set of skeleton 
keys anyone ever saw, dynamite, fulminati 
caps, a bar saw, files, and drilis without en 
are laid out. Every bit is case-hardened steel, 
and went—dynamite and all—into a small 
flat satchel such as a book agent carries. 
When put together it makes up into a com- 
pound drill af such power that a twelve- inch 
chilled-steel safe might as weil be an oyster- 
can. 


BOOMING A GREAT OANAL SOHEME, 


It Means the Use of the Welland and 
Other Canadian Waterways. 

Cravetanp O., Jan. 18,—[Speeial,]—A 
gigantic ship canal scheme developed in 
Cleveland today when C. N. Dutton of New 
York called at the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms. He is the representative of the Mari- 
time Canal company, which has secured from 
the Canadian Government the right to make 
use of the Welland Canai and other Canadian 
waters. Within ten days a bill will be intro- 
duced in Congress asking the same privileges 
in American waters, and meanwhile many 
wealthy capitalists in Detroit, Chicago, and 
other cities have been interested. The 
idea is to use the Weiland Canal 
as far as Thorold and then 
to builda new canal eight miles long to 
Queenston, the entire distance to Queenston 
being equipped with only two locks; thus the 
locks in the Welland Canal between Thorold 
and Lake Ontario will be avoided. From 
Queenston the course of the waterway will be 
down the St. Lawrence and through Lake St. 
Francis to another new canal forty miles long 
to Lake Champlain. A third new canai twen- 
ty-five miles long will extend from Lake 
Champlain to the Hudson, and the final 
eourse will be down the Hudson to tidewater. 
To open navigation to Montreal and New 
York would require $100,000,000. One 
Canadian company has been incorporated 
for $260,000, „and the American com- 
pany will be incorporated for a similar 
amount.

Henry Bertlemaan, in whose house the upris- 
ing appears to have begun, is a halfbreed 
carpenter, and John Lane, another of the 
rebels named, is also a halfbreed, his father 
having been an Englishman. 

“ Charles L. Carter, who was unfottunately 
killed, was one ef my most intimate friends 
and was a most lovablegoung man. He was a 
son of Minister Carter and lived here in Wash- 
ingten for so long atime that he was well- 
known here and had scores of friends. He 
was only 28 years old and leaves a wife and 
two children, Having recently been elected 
a member of the Legislature he had a promis- 
ing fufure before him and his death appears 
to have been in many respects the most im- 
portant and saddest result of the uprising, for 
it is not worth while to call it a revolution. 

„From tha place where the trouble occurred 
and from the place given in the press dis- 
patches it is evident that the affair was 
promptly suppressed by the government, and 
there is no fear that very serious disorders 
will result. The government has been fully 
prepared for any trouble, but, of course, 
could not act until there was some criminal 
outbreak. 


NO. AMERICAN SHIP AT THE ISLANDS. 


This Trouble Will Furnish an Excuse for 


Sending One There. , 

Wasuiseror, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special. }]— 
Secretary Herbert was seen this evening and 
said he had reeeived no news from Hawaii 
further than the press dispatches from San 
Francisco and was inclined to doubt the ex- 
tent of the reported uprising. The fact. that 
there is no warship at the islands would bea 
sufficient reason for the Navy Department 
being in the dark in the matter. There are 
three ships at San Francisco which can be 
utilized to protect American interests at 
the islands, the Philadelphia, second rate 
cruiser, flagship of the Pacific squadton, the 
Ranger, third rate, and the Bennington, third 
rate. The latter is in the dock undergoing 
some slight repairs, but the other two are im- 
mediately available. It has been known at 
the Navy Department for some time that if 
trouble arose at the islands the Philadelphia 
would be the ship to go. Itis also intimated 
the reports of trouble in the islands will be 
welcomed by the administration as an excuse 
for sending the ship there,thus forestalling 
action on the hostile resolutions of inquiry 
now pending in the Senate. It is said 
in high official quarters the Pres- 
ident and Secretary Herbert have 
been waiting for any demonstration in the 
islands which would enable them to prove 
their willingness to send a ship, and the Phila- 
delphia is said to have been kept in readiness 
with this end in view. It would not be sur- 
prising if it were sent to sea at once. It could 
reach the islands in a week, but of course no 
marines will be landed this time, The ro- 
ported trouble in the islands bas adfled fresh 
fuel to the fire of criticism against the policy 
of the administration toward Hawaii. The 
friends of the new fepublic ok 
the Pacific are pointing to the 
manifest result of withdrawing the 
ships of both the United States and Great 
Britain, the Champion having left Jan. 4, 
that result being a desperate though futile 
uprising and loss of life, which would bave 
been averted by the presence of foreign ships 
If later dispatches confirm 
the first reports there is certain to be a dis- 
turbance in the Senate tomorrow and hence 
it is believed the administration may attempt 
to forestali criticism by sending the Phila- 
delphia to sea and thus to checkmate Senator 
Lodge and the other active critics of the 
policy of infamy. No doubt is expressed in 
navy or other official circles of the ability of 
the Hawaiian Government to check any up- 
rising, and the general beliefin the absence 
of official advice is that the affair has been 
magnified. :

Mr. Boutelle, having in mind the way in which 
the rules of the House had been used in the 
last session to keep him from being heard 
upon his resolution in regard to Hawaiian af- 
fairs, said he did not know what could be 
done in the House, but he thought he would 
introduce a resolution in the morning express- 
ing the sense of the House of Representatives 
that the administration should send part of 
the navy to the Hawaiian Islands at once, and 
keep at least one vessel there constantly. 


SECRETARY GRESHAM HEARS THE NEWS 


Betrays His Agitation When Told of the 
Hawaiian Revol ation. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Jan. 18.—({Special,}]— 
If ever there was a diplomat upset it was Sec- 
retary Gresham tonight when shown the news 
from Honolulu. He was inclined to 
treat it as a rumor, but when 
questioned betrayed his agitation and 
excitemént, especially as he said how the af.- 
fair would affect the public mindin view of 
the persistent unfriendliness of President 
Cleveland toward the island republic. The 
Secretary of State declared he had received 
absolutely no news of the outbreak, but made 
po attemptte deny thatif the first . stories 
were true it would be a serious blow 
to the policy .of the administration. 
The news from Hawaii has created widespread 
excitement in Washingten and tomorrow is 
certain to bring out sharp criticism of. the 
administration. The Secretary of State 
would express no opinion either as ta 
the effect of the sews or the probable 
results in the islands, preferring to wait 
for official advices. His manner, however, 
hetrayed his agitation, for nothmg has 
hitherto so upset the Premier as did the news 
from Hawaii this evening. He was justified 
in his agitation, for if the feeling here tonight 
among Republicans and Democrats is any in- 
dication of the sentiment of the country, a 
wave of indignation will roll from ocean to 
ocean which will bury out of sight President 
Cleveland and his un-American foreign policy. 


SKETCH OF THE CAREER OF ME. CARTER. 


Bora is Honolulu, Educated at Ann Ar- 
bor, Wedded to an American. 
Charles Lunt Carter was the son of Henry 
A. P. Carter, who, up to the time of his death, 
six years ago, was Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to this country and 
the foremost man in the Hawaiian Islands. 
The elder Carter was high in the esteem of 
King Kalakaua and well liked by both 
the natives and white people on the islands. 
It was he who negotiated the treaty by which 
Hawaiian sugar was admitted free to this 
country, and it was through his negotia- 
tion that arrangement was continued 
after the expiration of the treaty. 
Charles L, Carter, though only 30 years old, 
had reached a high position in the islands. 
He was bérn in Honolulu, but was educated 
in this country and married an American 
girl—Mary Horton Scott of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., where he went to school. He was a 
member of the literary class of 1885 at the 
University of Michigan and of law class 
of 87 at the same institution. He was mar- 
ried immediately after graduation and 
went to Omaha to practice law in 
the office of Senator Manderson. In 
1888 he opened a law office in To- 
ledo, O. He did not remain there long, 
however, for he felt that the revolution was 
coming on ip Hawaii and that his father be- 
ing dead his family would need his help. He 
therefore gave up his idea of remaining in 
America and returned to Honolulu in time to 
be well ready for the revolution, in which he 
took a prominent part, being one of the 
strongest leaders in the overthrow of the 
Queen. He was one of the commission of 
five appointed by the provisional government 
to come to Washington, one of the others be- 
ing Mr. Thurston, who is now Hawaiian Min- 
ister to this country. On his return to the 
islands he was elected a Judge of one of the 
important courts, but resigned his position a 
short time ago to form a law partnership with 
a cousin, named Carter, who graduated a few 

years ago at the Yale Law School. 

Seatria, Wash., Jan. 18,—Charles L. Car- 
ter made a brief visit to Seattle and Puget 
Sound six weeks ago on business connected 
with his father’s estate. His brother, George 
R. Carter, is Hawaiian Consul at Seattle, and 
he has a sister here. Carter was strongly in 
favor of hangin Wilcox and other royalist 
plotters, and his relatives think he was spe- 
cially selected as a victim by these plotters. 


FRED W. JOB’S ENOWLEDGE OF CARTER, 


Hawaiian Consul in Chicago Talks of His

Fred W. Job, who was recently appointed 
Hawaiian Consul in Chicago, was a class- 
mate, roommate, and member of the same 
fraternity with Carter at Ann Arbor. “Only 
two weeks ago I hada letter from Carter, 
Mr. Job said last night. “He wrote on his 
thirtieth birthday, and reca'led a lot of old 
times at coliege. He said nothing then of 
any revolutionary trouble, and I am surprised 
to know of it. Carter was one of the finest 
fellows Lever knew.

They Get an Opinion from the Chairman 
ef the Board of Raljroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners That Is in Line 
with Their Conteation=When an Ele- 
vator Man Elects to Become a Public

The star of the anti-elevator people on 
the Board of Trade was in the ascendant yes- 
terday. They have by continued effort suc- 
ceeded in getting an expression of opinion 
from the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners which furnishes an excellent starting 
point in a campaign against elevator abuses.

The furnace is quite simple and can be 
adapted to any boiler, there being no addi- 
tional space required. About four feet 
back of the furnace front is con- 
structed a wall of fire brick. This wall 
extends downward to within seven to nine 
inches of the grate bars. Itis supported on 
two three-inch pipes, the ends of which rest 
in the side walls of the furnace. To prevent 
the pipes’burning they are connected with the 
boiler so there is a constant circulation of 
water. The wall is hoilow, forming an air 
chamber. The air is introduced through an 
omnes: in the side of the wall 
and volume is regulated by a 
damper. The purpose of the hollow 

rtition is of course to superheat the air. 

he lower part of the rear wall of the air 
cham ber is constructed of slotted fire bricks, 
forming small apertures through which the 
superheated air passes back ward into the fur- 
nace. Back of the suspended wall is an- 
other wall rising upward. After the fresh coal 
has been coked in the front end of the fur- 
nace it is pushed back under the suspended 
wall.

BIG REVENUE DEFIOIT AND MORE 
HEAVY SHIPMENTS OF GOLD. 


Dan & Co. and Bradstreet’s See Little. 
That Is Hopefal in Their Survey of 
Trade and | Spring Buying 
‘Likely to Be Confined to the Absolate 
Necessities of the Case There Is a 
Slightly Better Demand for Some Goods, 
but Wages Do Not Advance, 


weekly review of trade will say: There are 
some good signs, but they do not as yet ex- 
tend to business generally, which hesitates 
much as it has done for months. Gold con- 
tinues to go abroad, $5,550,000 having gone 
this week, and the deficit of revenue is already 
over $9,500,000 for the month, This state 
of facts, with the failure of Congress to make 
provision of borrowing or for increasing 
revenue, still operates to retard a 
wholesome recovery, and the volume 
of domestic trade represented by exchanges 
rough clearing-houses is again about 7 per 
cent larger than last year, as it was in the 
first week of the month, but is 33.7 per cent 
smaller than two years ago, a higher rate of 
decrease than for some time past. The in- 
dustries are meeting a larger demand for some 
products since the new year began, but rather 
less for others, and no definite improvement 
appears in prices of manufactured products 
or in wages. In the main, it is a waiting con- 
dition, with much hope that positive improve- 
ment is not far off, but not very satisfactory 
evidence of it as yet. 

Wheat has segged off one cent again with 
Western receipts only about one-half last 
year’s. The department’s estimate of 400,- 
000,000 bushels, against less than 400, 000, 
000 earlier in the season, points to a proba- 
bility that the commercial estimates have 
been nearer the fact, 

Corn has declined 1% cents in spite of the 
very low government estimate of yield, re- 
ceipts being now larger than of wheat. Cot- 
ton has remained steady at 5% cents, with a 
fairly large movement, but efforts of South- 
ern plunters to contract the acreage this year 
receive some attention. Petreleum has 
touched $1 again in nominal price, but with- 
out activity. 

There is somewhat more doing in the iron 
and steel business, enough to cause a shade 
of lifting in prices for Bessemer iron and 
billets at Philadelphia, where there is aleo 
improved demand for finished products, but 
at Pittsburg all changes reported are down- 
ward. Yet the rail movement does not gain, 
the total shipments ia 1894 having been 
725,000 tons. In spite of a larger demand 
nails are as low as ever. Orders for bar are 
not larger, though better are ex- 
rected, and barbed wire is in 
light demand at 1.85. A combination 
of lake ore producers, outside the Mesaba 
mines, is expected to advance the price 250 
per ton, and it makes some difference at the 
West thatthe freight rate on Connellsville 
coke has been reduced 10 cents at Chicago. 
Speculation has depressed tin a fraction, the 
reported. aim being to dislodge the holdings 
of the syndicate. Sales of 250,000 pounds 
lake copper at 9.87 cents are reported, 
though Calumet and Hecla is held at 10 cents. 
Lead has been strengthened to 3.15 cents, 
and the reduction of 12% to 15 per cent in 
wages is expected to start the tin plate works. 

ln wooi there are fairly large dealings, 10,- 
678,815 pounds in @anuary thus far, as 
against 11,887,800 in 1894, much of the in- 
crease being in foreign wool. Considerable 
sales of carpet wool are reported and a better 
demand for territory, while Ohio XX is quoted 
at 17e. The important London sale of

With Reduced Specie Reserve Another 
Bond Issue Is Inevitable. 

New Yorks, Jan. 18.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say: 

Although gold shipments to Europe for the 
present week amoun to over $5,000,000 and 
resulted in a reduction of the asury’s specie 
reserve to $70,000,000 the stock market, though 
generally inactive, showed bullish tendencis in a 
number of stocks. Under the existing condi- 
tions, with ard to the Troasury. another bond 
issue is considered almost inevitable, while the 
situation at Washington does not afford reasona- 
ble hopes of currency legisiation during the re- 
maining life of the present Congress.‘ At the 
same time the street seems imbued with a belief 
that achange one 2 or the other is bound to 
come and that probabilities favor its being for 
the better. 

The only stock in which speculation has been 
of any importance was Chicago Gas. Ihe devel- 
opments in that connection have n of a some- 
what sensational character. The stock, wnich 
had advanced to 77 at the beginning of the week, 
declined to 70% Wednesday. A rally, however, 
followed, it be recognized that the capitalists 
who have now ome identified with the con- 
cern are not accustomed to yield to temporary 
obstacles, while it is generally felt that their 
management would be conservative and success- 


ul. 
The declaration of the “ty i semi-annual 2% 
per cent dividend upon IIlinois Central was 
somewhat unexpected and had a good effect. St. 
Paul’s earnings for the second week of January, 
showing a decrease of only $60,000, was another 
good infinence, and seemed to create covering by 
the-shorts in the Granger stocks.

OHIOAGO LIGHT HORSE ARMORY,’ 


The Independent Guards Will Erect an Or- 
namental Building at Once. 

The Chicago Light Horse Guards will have 
an imposing new armory. Everything has 
been arranged preliminary to the work and 
ground will be broken next week. The build. 
ing will be located on the south side of West 
Madison street, between Washtenaw avenue 
and Rockwell street. It will be of brick, stone, 
and steel, Romanesque style of architecture, 
with a three-story front embellished with 
overhanging turrets. Besides’ being a com- 
plete, commodious, modern ar-nory the struct- 
ure will contain a magnificent hall which 
will be the largest in that portion of the city. 
Articles of incorporation were granted yester- 
day to the Chicago Light Horse Guard Armory 
Association, which organization wilt construct 
the building. The incorporators who will 
form the first directory of the association are: 
Judge Carter of the County Court, Lieut. Eu- 

ene P. Burroughs, J. Wood, Charles Ralph, 

C. Dinnie, Dr. S. Douglas, and Capt. 
Wright. Judge Carter will be the President, 
Mr. Woods Vice President, and Lieut. Bur- 
roughs Secretary and Treasurer of the Asso- 
ciation. The guards now consist of three 
troops of cavalry which, will be organized into 
a battalion next month, when battalion officers 
will be elected. There are now 150 men in 
the troops. 

The Light Horse Guards has been in ex- 
istence as an independent organization for 
eight years, and has been contemplating the 
erection of an armory for some time. The 
a hasafrontageof 186 feet on West 

adjson street, with a depth of 123 feet, ex- 
tending back to the alley. The building proj- 
ect bas met with the hearty approval of 
West-Siders. The plans for the building are 
bemg drawn by Architect H. H. Richards, 
and will be completed in a few days. The 
building will cost $35,000. The money to 
pay for it in a great part will be forthcoming 
when the work is begun. The balance will be 
provided for by a bond issue. The location 
is in a good business district and the front of 
the building will have eight handsome store- 
rooms for retail business on the first floor. 
The second floor of the front of the building 
will be occupied as officers’ rooms, lockers, 
and closets tor the use of the officeraand men. 
The third story will be arranged for the use of 
societies. The front portion of the building 
will be forty feet deep. Back of this wili be 
the big hall, 161 feet wide by 80 feet deep. 
This hall will have a basement under it which 
will serve for a riding school and stables and 
will contain the boilers. The basement 
under the hall will havea height of fourteen 
feet, which will also serve to give it plenty of 
air and light. Its height, however, wiil ne- 
cessitate the raising of the floor of the hall 
three feet above the floor of the front portion 
of the building, which will be level with the 
sidewalk. There will be a big door eighteen 
feet wide in tne middle of tne front, which 
will open into a passageway fourteen feet 
wide which will lead to the hall in the rear. 
This passage will have an inclined floer lead- 
ing up to the level of the floor of the hall. 

The feature of the building will be the hall. 
It will have no columns in it, the roof will be 
supported by steel trusses resting on a heavy 
wall with a height of twenty feet from the 
floor. There will be no floors above the hall, 
the roof of which will extend almost to the 
height of the three-story front portion. In the 
west end of the hall tnere will be a stage and 
extending around the two sides and east end 
of the halla gallery will be hung. The walls 
will be of brick reinforced by wrought-iron 
columns. The hall will be practically a sep- 
arate building, a one-story and basement 
with a high ridge roof, which will be screened 
in front by the three-story ornamental fagade. 
There will be six overhanging turrets on the 
front and,a wide circular baywindow over 
the main entrance. It is the intention to have 
a battery of two gatling guns added to the ac- 
coutrement of the guards. These weapons 
will serve as ornamental side-pieces to the 
stage proscenium in times of peace. If war 
takes place the arrangement of the hall will 
admit of horses being brought into it to hitch 
to the guns and take them out by the way of 
the inclined passage. The Chicago Light 
Horse Guards offered its services to Chief 
Brennan during the strike last summer and 
served during the exciting time under In- 

tor Lewis guarding the property of the 
ilwaukee and Northwestern . The 
8 armory is temporarily at Irving 
II, Paulina and West Madison streets.

TO VETO BUILDING PERMIT TRANSFERS, 


Mayor Hopkins Will Take Such Action in 
the L. J. McCormick Order. 

One of the measures introduced by Ald. 
Madden at the Council meeting last Monday 
night will in all probability be vetoed by 
Mayor Hopkins. The measure is an order di- 
recting the Building Commissioner to trans- 
fer the permit issued to L. J. McCormick two 
or three years ago for a sixteen-story buildi 
at the corner of Dearborn Randolp 
streets fora building to be erected by the 
same person at the southeast corner of Madi- 
son and La Salle streets. The permit was is- 
sued originally for a sixteen-story building, 
but for some reason work on it was neve 
commenced. Since that time the ordinances 
have been changed, so it would be illegal 
for the department to issue a permit for a 
building sixteen stories high, or for any 
height greater than fourteen stories. This 
fact was cailed to the attention of the depart- 
ment some time ago by the law department, 
when the same persons sought to have the 
permit renewed. It is expected the Mayor 
will in a veto message to the Council say the 
location of a building is the most imposant 
point ina permit, on that account it 
would be ill-advised to transfer any permit. 
Then again he will call attention to the 
height. The matter has already been callei 
to the attention of the Law Department by 
the Building Commissioner, and the Mayor 
will veto it if he returns before the meeting.

Senator Cockrell, Chairman of the Commit 


tee on Appropriations, accepted an amend- 
ment offered by Dave Hill which prevented 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue asking 
inquisitorial questions of taxpayers in the 
first instance and before there was any evi- 
dence of fraud. The. bili is now in con- 
ferenceand this amendment is the principal 
subject of dispute. Some hair-splitting 
lawyer has taken exception to Hill's 
amendment, asserting that whereas under the 
original laws the revenue officers are given no 
power to ask any questions in advance of 
suspicions, under the amendment itself the 
revenue officers would have direct authority 
to put unpleasant interrogatories. The 
amendment iu question prevents requiring 
answers, ‘‘except answers showing the 
sources and amounts of gains, profits, and 
incomes, and the nature and amount 
of the reductions claimed.” It is asserted 
this gives the Commissioner of Internal 
Re venue power to ask the questions now con- 
tained in his blanks, whereas under the law 
they were clearly illegal and could be ignored 
by the taxpayer. The matter was deemed so

HEAVY WITHDRAWALS OF GOLD COIN, 


They Do Not Appear to Depressthe Spirits 
of the Treasury Officials, 

Wasninctron. D. C., Jan. 18.—The cash 
balance in che Treasury today was $151,619,- 
961; gold reserve, $75,712,126; legs engage- 
ments yesterday and today for export amount- 
ing to $4,400,000, which makes the true 
amount of the gold reserve $71,312,126. 


The heavy withdrawalof gold for export 


from the Subtreasury at New York today 


was not wholly unexpected by the Treasury 


officials, as the indications since the first of 
the week have made it probable that the with- 
drawals.for shipment tomorrow. would be ex- 
ceptionaliy large. Nevertheless today’s 
transactions have. intensified the fear of an- 
other bond issue and in a measure dampened 


the spirit of :fiopefulness that has per- 
the 


vaded reasury Department for 
some days past. It is, however, 
stoutly maintained that the record for the 
present fiscal year will show a decided im- 
provement in the financial condition of the 
Treasury over that of last year, and the 
steady increase in the receipts from customs 
and internal revenue sources, it is pointed 
out, gives promise of a speedy return to a 
period when the receipts will more 
than equal the expenditures. le 
is argued thatthe customs receipts are sure 
to make a decided advance after Feb. 1, 
when the spring importations begin, and that 
the revenues from whisky withdrawals for the 
remainder of the year are almost cer- 
tain to reach a point even above 
the normal. With the sugar bounty bur- 
den of $12,500,000 a year removed 
and the prospects of receipts from the income 
tax amounting to $20,000,000 or more be- 
fore July 1, a more hopeful condition of af- 
fairs, it is said, may confidently be looked 
forward to. The interest payments on the 
public debt between’ now and the first of the 
fiscal year will aggregate about $14,000,000, 
and yet only about $2,500,000 of, this 


amount (interest on the last $100,000,000 
bond issue) is in excess of the interest pay- 


ments of last year.

While Iam Chairman of the subcom- 
mittee I must follow the directions of the 
committee, but as soon as I am released from 
that office I will bring the resolution up in 
the House on my individual responsibility as 
a member, it being a privileged matter. 

Chairmen Culberson said to the committee 
several times that if the case was reported to 
the House in its present status a majority of 
the committee would support the minority 
report on the floor.

DIVERSE REPORTS IN THE RICKS CASE, 


Bailey, for the Majority, Says the Judge 
Ought to Be Impeached. ° 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 18.—Representa- 
tive Bailey submitted to the Judiciary com- 
mittee of the House today the report prepared 
by him in explanation of the proposed im- 
peachment proceedings against Judge Ricks. 
The report first recites tne charges against 
the Judge and says the evidence establishes 


the following pertinent facts: 

A. J. Ricks became Clerk of the Circuit Court 
for the Northern District of Ohio March 20, 1878, 
and served in that capacity until July 31, 1889, 
when he became the District Jndge for the same 
district. During the time while he was clerk 
there was pending in the Circuit Court a large 
number of cases brought by John C. Birdsall and 
the Birdsall Manufacturing company against 
various defendants, involving a question of pat- 
ent infringments. The moneys out of which 
Judge Ricks is charged with having defrauded 
the government, says the report, are the 
fees for making nal records in  fifty- 
five of cases which are speci- 

in the memorial praying for 
his impeachment, and which were not finally dis- 
posed of until after he had become the Judge of 
the District Court. Notwithstanding the fact 
that Judge Ricks had ceased to be clerk of the 
court before the final disposition of these cases 
he claimed the right to make the final records 
and to collect the fees for that work. His de- 
fense for this conduct is that as he was clerk 
when a decree was entered in the cases he was 
entitled to make the final records, and that in his 
emolument reports for the first half of 1888, the 
last half of 1888, and the first half of 1889 he 


were 
was clerk were not 
not entitle him to make final records. 
The final decrees which alone prepared the 
cases for 4 final recora were not made until after 
he had ceased to be clerk and had become Judge. 


As to his claim that he had charged a part of 
these fees to himself in his emolument reports 


fur 1888 and 1889, the answer is that if he did 
this it was a plain violation of the law which 
provides that the clerk shall take his compensa- 
tion for each year out of the fees which are earned 
that year. * 

The report says that under Sec. 843 of the 
Revised Statutes each year stands by itself, 
and the clerk has no better right to anticipate 
fees which may be earned in a subsequent 
year than he would have to recover a part of 
the excess which had been earned in a pre- 
vious year, 

Ricks’ Testimony Criticised. 


Judge Ricks testified that he reported these 
fees as earned and received, but he admitted 
they were neither received nor earned, But he 
so reported them. The report quotes an an- 
swer made during the course of the investiga- 
tion as to how Judge Ricks ascertained the 
amount for which charged himsolf for 
records in the Birdsall cases, and says in his 
explanation that he selected fees in the cases 
where he knew the parties to besolvent, which 
if true would discredit — because an honest 
and faithful official wou d not select solvent 
litigants for his debt and leave the insolvent 
ones for the government. 

But,“ continues the report, it is not true 
as a matter of fact. because Judge Ricks 
knew perfectly well that whenever those fees 
were earned he would be compelled to account 
for them without reference to the sol- 
vency or insolvency of the parties. The 
government holds the clerk responsible 
for all fees earned, whether collected 
or uncollected, upon the theory that the clerk 
can collect them by requiring a deposit of a 
bond to secure the costs. But, conceding all 
that Judge Ricks claims, and wuiving the 
moral question of selecting the solvent par- 
ties for himseif and leaving the insolvent 
ones for the government, he does not escape 
the charge of defrauding the United States. 
The purpose, and the only possible purpose, 
in picking out these cases and anticipating 
their fees was to increase his personal com- 

ion, and in doing that he was not only 
violating the law, but he was practicing a de- 
liberate and willtul fraud, as will easily be 
seen by a simple calculation.

The report then says that in addition to 
the fraud perpetrated in the Birdsall cases 
one no less inexcusable was found in case No. 
552 of the Western Division. The record in 
that case shows that $540 was paia to Judge 
Ricks Nov. 25, 1889, and he has never ac- 
counted to the government for one cent of 
it, nor has he ever made or caused to be 
made a final record in the * 

The report closes by saying it finds it im- 


possible to reconcile this conduct with the 


rules of common honesty, and therefore 
recom mends the adoption of the impeachment 
resolution.”’ 

Broderick’s Minority Report, 

Mr. Broderick of Kansas submitted the fol- 
lowing report, being the minority views on the 
Judge Ricks case: 

The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was 

ferred the charges in the above entitled case, 

as reported a resolution in favor of im - 
ment, to which the minority states the following 
objections: The memorial e 
charges against Judge Ricks—viz : 
char with baving corruptiy chea 
frauded the Government of the United Stases of 
$1,158, received on various dates between Sept. 
19 and Dec. 27, 1891. It is alleged this fraud 
consisted in the misappropriation of certain fees 
which were paid to the clerk of his court. (3) 
That he, as Judge. on or about the 10th day 
January, 1890, corruptly advised and persuaded 
Martin W. Sanders, then clerk of his court, 
omit from his (Sanders) ſemolument report the 
fees and emoluments of said clerk from July 1, 
1889, to Dec. 31. 1889, aggregating the afore- 
said sum. (3) That the said Judge wilifully and 
pe ap | certified to the correctness of the said 
clerk's alleged fraudulent report, knowing that 
the report was untrue. 

The answer of Judge Ricks, submitted to the 
subcommittee, denies all the charges of fraud 
and wrong-doing and admits that he received the 
fees mentioned in the first charge of the me- 
morial and alleges he was entitled to said — 
except certain sums which were rightfully pai 
out to individuals for the completion of the 
record of the cases out of which the fees arose 
and the amount paid over tothe government. 
The memorialists and Judge Ricks were re- 
spectively 2 by counsel before the sub- 
committee while taking the testimony and until 
its sessions were closed. There wasno evidence 
offered in support of second rd 
charges, so that the case rests and must be de- 
termined upon the first charge—namely: That 
the Judge defrauded the government out of the 
said money. 

Judge Ricks was Clerk of the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of Ohio 
for a number of years, and during the latter part 
of his term was also Clerk of the Circuit Court. 
During his clerkship there was a number of 
cases brought up for infringement on a certain 
pateut. ese were known as the Birdsell cases. 
After one of these cases had been tried and de- 
cided the others were referred to the Clerk, as 
Master, to hear an accounting as to damages and 
report to the court. This he did, but some of 
the reports were not approved until after J 
Ricks became Ju Th 


and the orders of approval were entered upon 
records of the court. 5 
Question as to Master's Fees. 

In 1888 and also atthe close of the first half 
of 1889, the last year and a half of Judge Ricks’ 
clerkship, in rendering his emolument reports to 
the Attorney-General, he charged himself up 
withsthe fees in the Birdsell cases. including the 
costs of making the final record, which could 
not, as a matter of fact, be written up until after 
the master's reports were approved. He had es- 
timated the cost of this final recordin advance 
of making it and therefore became responsible to 
the government fur the same. Before this final 
report could be made Judge Ricks was appointed 
to the bauch and became Judge July 31, 1889, 
and Martin W. Sanders, a former deputy, suc- 
ceeded him as clerk.

There are various views regard 
this statute, but we agree that in estimating an 
charg up fees in advancein these particular 
cases, where the contested questions were settled 
and litigation as a matter of fact and law ended, 
was at most only a mere irregularity, as it is the 
universal custom in all courts of the country to 
estimate the fees for final records in such cases, 

In view of all the facts in this case itis our 
conclusion that Judge Ricks is not guilty of any 
offense; that there was no intention of wrong- 
doing; and that no moral turpitude attaches. 
We therefore recommend the resolution re- 
ported to the House for impeachment be not 
adopted. 


CONTEST OVER THE JAPANESE TREATY. 


Strong Opposition Causes Postponement 
of Its Consideration. 

Wasninotrox, D. C., Jan. 18.—More oppo- 
sition was developed in the executive session 
today towards the Japanese treaty than had 
been expected by its friends, the distinguish- 
ing feature of the session being the dispiay of 
criticism from unexpected sources, TheSen- 
ators from the Pacific coast, led by 
Mr. Mitchell of Oregon and White 
of California, manifested a decided 
disposition to find fault with the agreement 
in its present form and both suggested the 
necessity of amending it. Senators Frye and 
Davis of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions also made suggestions indicating that 
they thought the present treaty could be im- 
proved by amendments for the better protec- 
tion of American interests. Senator Mitchell 
argued that the clause in the treaty which ex- 
empted the citizens of one ‘coun-

the proviso that they were also exaepted from 
the payment of money in lieu of their serv- 
ices, would mean that they would not be sub- 
ject to road taxes. In many States. he said, 
there was provision for road taxes, whether 
residence was temporary or permanent, and 
under the exemptions of the treaty no road 
taxes could be enterced. This was one of the 
defects which will probably be cured if the 
treaty is amended at all.

Miss Edge- 
worth was one of twenty-one children born to 
Richard Edgeworth, who was four times mar- 
ried, Her father was a matter-of-fact Anglo- 

pn, wo was blamed by the 
critics in after years for exercising 
an injurious influence on his daughter’s im- 
aginative work. One incident of his early 
lite. which is here described, must command 
one’s respect. His first marriage was of the 
Gretna Green order, and resulted unhap- 
pily. Instead of wasting vain regrets overa 
misfortune which he brought on himself he 
took a philosophical view of the situation 
and swallowed his medicine like a man. 
And that medicine proved wholesome in in- 
vigorating his character. When death ex- 
punged his matrimonial mistake he made his 
second choice after the fashion of the Vicar 
of Wakefield, choosing his wife as a wise 
woman chooses her satin gown, not for its 
outward gloss but for its wearing qualities. 
His second wife was Honora Sued, a beauti- 
ful and gifted girl, who, by the way, had re- 
jected the addresses of the afterwards noted 


Maj. André. The Abbé Edgeworth, by the 


way, who accompanied Loum XVI. to the 
scaffold, was a relative of Richard Edge- 
worth. 

It is well known that Miss Edgeworth never 
married. In 1802, however, during her so- 
journ in Paris, she received an offer of mar- 
riage from a Swedish gentieman named 
Edelcrantz, who had been a private secretary 
to the King of Sweden. She refused him, 
and assured ber cousin, Miss Sophy Ruxton, 
that she never felt anything for him but 
esteem and gratitude. But her stepmother 
wrote at the time: Maria was mistaken as 
to her own feelings. She refused M. Edel- 
crantz, but she felt much more for him than 
esteem and admiration; she was exceedingly 
in love with him. Mr. Edgeworth left her to 
decide for herself, but she saw too plainly 
what it would be to us to lose her and what she 
would feel at patting from us.” This stroke of 
self-sacrifice consecrated Miss Edgeworth to 
her family and to her literary works. Her 
stepmother afterward said: “Ido not think 
she repented of her refusal or regretted her 
decision; she was well aware that she could 
not have made him happy. that she would not 
have suited his position at the court of Stock- 
holm, and that her want of beauty might have 
diminished his attachment. It was better 
perhaps that she should think so, as it 
calmed her mind, but from what I saw of 
M. Edeicrantz I think he was a man capable 
of really valuing her. I believe that he was 


much attached to her and deeply mortified at, 


ber refusal. He continued to reside in Sweden 
after the abdication of his master and was al- 
ways distinguished for his high character and 
great abilities. He never married. He was, 
except very fine eyes, remarkably plain. Her 
father raliied Maria about her preference of 
so ugly a man; but she liked the expression 
of his countenance, the spirit and strength of 
his character, and his very able conversation.

Square, Grosvenor uare, South Kensing- 
ton, West Kensington, all were represented; and 
the thoughtilessness of the writers in signing their. 
full names and titles to their epistles was some- 
thing that surprised me. However, nearly every 
letter was marked at the top “ Confidential,” 
Private.“ or Personal, and it seemed to 
an understood thing that the affair should go no 
further. The confidence they exhibited in the 
honor“ of a total stranger was rather remark- 
able. Still I hope the applicants will forgive me 
if, after having in the kindness of my heart kept 
their real names out of print, I am now tempted 
to publish some of their correspondence.

I could take you into my home next 
spring, or we could travel together during the 
winter and return to London at the beginning of 
the season. I would suggest that you spend the 
winter months, or part of them, in the South of 
France. where you would meet the most fashion- 
able people, [t may be of interest to you to 
know that Ichaperoned Miss Porkolis of Chi- 
cago three yeafs ago, and introduced her at 
court, although she did not reside with me, as 
her mother took a furnished house in London 
for the season. I can give you good references as 
to my standing, and would require in return a 
solicitor’s and a banker's reterences as to your 
financial position.

Germ of Dr. Jekyll.“ 

Mr. Joseph Jacobs wrote to the London 
papers recently pointing out that the story of 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” was evidently 
suggested by the Jack the Ripper atrocities, 
He was promptly called to account by corre- 
spondents, who drew his attention to tho fact 
that the famous story preceded the atrocities. 
Mr. Jacobs therefore makes this amendment: 

What I should have referred to was the 
„Maiden Tribute” agitation, which, as I remem- 
ber now, preceded Dr. Jekyll” by. only a few 
months, and might equally have drawn atten- 
tion to the double lite of men. But even this 
could only have formed the occasion for Steven- 
son’s reverting to an idea which he had had long 
before. The double life had been utilized in the 
drama of “ Deacon Brodie,” which had already 
been privately printed when Dr. Jekyll“ ap- 
peared. And in “An Inland Voyage,” to- 
wards the end, Stevenson speaks of “one 
odd piece of practical metaphysics 
which occupied his attention as be 
was canoeing down the last reaches of the Oise. 
Something inside my mind.“ he goes on to say, 
a part of my brain, a province of my proper b 
ing, bad thrown off allegiance and set up for it- 
self,” (“ Inland Voyage, p. 198.) There, if any- 
where, is the germ of “ Dr. Jekyll.” The idea con- 
tinued to occupy Stevenson till quite recont- 
ly, when he communicated, if I remember right, 
to the proceedings of the Society for Psychical 
Research a paper giving his personal experience 
of what the new psychology calls multiple per- 
sonality.” Here, at any rate, is a case where art 
preceded science, if it did not anticipate nature.

OLNEY’S.ARBITRATION BILL, 


Ts 


The Attorney-General of the United States 


has tried bus hand at an arbitration scheme 
for the settlement of strikes on railroads en- 
gagea in inter-State commerce, and it has 
been introduced in the House in the form of 


bill. The one prepared by Labor Commis- 


sioner Wright does not appear to be to the 
taste of either the men who operate or who 
work on railroads. The latter seem to be of 
the opinion that it will do no good or they 
dislike some of ite clauses which make it a 
misdemeanor for empleyés to resort to strikes 
or boycotts under certain circumstances, 

It is possible that the railroad organizations 
will be equally indifferent to the merits of the 
Omer bill, The fact that it is the work of a 
man whom they cursed so unitedly and bit- 
terly last summer for the part he took in con- 
nection with thg Debs strike may turn them 
against it, They may be afraid that What- 
ever he proposes will be ageinst their inter- 
ests. It is not unlikely that there is à re- 
juetance on the part of these labor onganiza- 
tions to indorse any measure which they think 
will have a tendency to bring them within the 
jurisdiction of the courts by giving courts 
pewer to enforce against them or their mem 
bere the decrees of arbitrators. 

The Wright till provides for a permanent 
board of five members, to be appointed by 
the President. The labor leaders say they 
fear such a board would be captured by the 
corporations and always would decide against 

. The Olney bill provides for a special 
commission in each case, to be composed of 
the Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, of a man selected by the road, 
and of one chosen by the organization or or- 
ganizations interested in the dispute. It is 
the opinion of the author of the bill that bet- 
ter results can be secured by selecting the ar- 
bitrators in that way. Very vossibly it would 
be mere satisfactory to the labor organizations. 
but they might get it into their heads that the 
third man—the Inter-State Commissioner 
would be against them invariably. 

There is an appeal under this bill from a 
finding of the arbitrators to the Circuit Court, 
but only as to questions of law. The decie- 
ions of the arbitrators as to questions of fact 
are final, while under the Wright bill they are 


not, but may be modified by the court The 


two measurés agree in making it a misde- 
mes nor for employers to dismiss employés or 
for the latter to strike or quit without notice 
during the pendency of proceedings) The 
Wright. bill seeks to provide tor keeping the 
peace for six months after an award. The 
Olney one says an award must be continued 
in fotee for two years, and during that period 
there shall be no arbitration between the 
same parties on the same point. The object 
of this is commendable, for, as the Attorney- 
Geftteral says, no business can be satisfac. 
torily conducted unless the conditions are 
reasonhbly stendy.. But sometimes condi- 
tions change suddenl and greatly. An 
award made at the close of 1892 ougbt not to 
be irrepealable prior to the close of 1894, for 
before a year had elapsed there was a serious 
change in the business world. 

The difficulty of enforcing an award is not 
overlooked by Mr. Olney. One party to that 
award will be a railroad corporation which is 
legally bound to keep on doing business no 
matter how unjust it may deem a decision to 
be. Ou the other side are empioyés who can- 
hot be made to work against their will and 
who cannot be punished for refusing te work 
against their will. 

The Attorney-General says the most to 
be expected is that more or less of employés, 
from motives of expediency or of honor, will 
accept conditions which they know have no 
effective legal sanction. It is reasonably safe 
to assume that the great majority of the em- 
ployés would submit to an award if they knew 
that the employing railroad was able to re- 
place them in a short time with comparative- 
ly little trouble, and that any attempt to pre- 
vent the employment of such men would be 
put down, if not by local authorities then by 


those of the General Government. Motives 


of expediency would impel the men to accept 
the award. If the Sapreme Court upholds 
fully the powers exercised by different de- 
partments of the. General Government last 
summer the labor organizations can lose 
nothing by arbitration, but may gain by it. 

One of the mést important features of the 
@iney bill may give the railroads food for 
thougnt. It is that 

if dispates threatening to affect injuriously the 
interests of the people of any section are not sub- 
mitted to arbitration the Attorgey-General shall 


be authorized to apply te the District Court for 
receivers forthe railroad to take possession of 


the property and run it in the interest of the pub- 


lic, and may make the employers and employés 
and any persons or organizations aiding or abet- 
ting them parties to the suit. 

There have been instances where railroads 
have refused to arbitrate and have been un- 
able for a time to operate their lines satisfac. 
torily to the public or to operate them at all. 
On some occasions application has been made 
to the courts to compel the road to run or to 
declare its charter forfeited for a failure to 
run. Such an application was made the other 
day concerning one of the Brooklyn trolley 
roads. But nd court has acted yet in such a 

Nor would action by it be necessary if 
the Olney bill were the law, for the road 
which reiused to arbitrate would be taken 
temporarily out of the hands of its owners 
and put in those ef receivers, who would pro- 
ceed to arbitrate. Were this the law it is not 
likely that roads would refuse to arbitrate. 

There is no possibility of the passage of 
this or any other bill for some time to come. 
There will be a period of discussion and de- 
liberation before any new departure is taken. 
The railroads and the labor organizations will 
have to think the matter over and decide how 
they will be affected by these arbitration proj- 
ects. Whe next Congress,if its timeis not 
too much taken up with the revenue and the 
currency, may get around to the subject. 


TEACH THE PAUPER CHILDREN. 

The County ‘Superintendent of Schools 
made a painful discovery the other day at the 
County Poorhouse at Dunning, where some- 
thing unpleasant is coming to light perpetually. 
If it is not swindling it is cruel treatment of 
inmates. If not that it is something else. 

The Superintendent found there fifty chil- 
dren growing up in utter and hopeless igno- 
rance, no effort whatever being made to edu- 
cate them. The fate of a poorhouse child is 
bad enough under the best of circumstances. 
Neither boy nor girl can be handicapped 
worse than by being reared in one. Those 
who set out in life in a poorhouse or an in- 
firmary,” to use the more high-sounding 
name, generally close their careers as pau- 
pers, returning whence they caine. The pos- 
sibility of escaping this fate, if they get no 
more schooling than Hottentots, is too insig- 
nificant to be consideration. 

There are at the poorhouss sixty-eight chil- 
dren under 14. A dozen go to a school 
a mile and a half off. N takes the trou- 
ble to teach the others. Surt. Bright wants a 
school started at the infirmary for the larger 
children and a kindergarten for the smaller 
ones. “The County Board should lock after 
this. Money has been wasted by the failure 
to attend to this matter in the There is 
no more expensive occupation than the rear- 
ing of criminals and paupers, and that is what 
Cenk, Sannly Sag ee SE ene 
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as the board is in the habit of throwing away 
occasionally by awarding a contract to a 
higher instead of a lower bidder. It is not 
necessary to have a sumptuous school-room 
or eoatly furnitare. It the board neglects its 
duty these children will be criminals first and 
it will cost more to arrest and try them than 
to teach them. When they get old and broken 
down they will make their way to this poor- 
house or some other and will have to be sup- 


ported there. 


STABILITY OF THE FRENCH x REPUBLIC. 

The most auspicious feature connected with 
the election of the new French President is 
the political quiet which reigns in Paris, The 
Extreme Left and the Socialists are disgruntied 
with the choice of Faure, as they preferred 
Brisson, and from this it may be inferred that 
he will vigorously enforce the restriction law 
recently passed. They ha ve had their day of | 
shouting. but ag will be observed it had no et- 
fect on the supporters of the government. 
M. Chailemel-Lacour, President of the As 
sembly, carried through the program of the 
day without flinching or paying the slightest 
attention to the frantic conduct of the Social- 
ists, They are holding meetings, making ex- 
cited speeches, and passing inflammatory 
resolutions, but Paris remains quiet and there 
has been no call for the services of either the 
police or the troops. 

The royalists also are active. They have 
posted portraits of the Duke of Orleans and 
his father the Comte de Paris. The former 
has issued his manifesto and it has been free- 
ly circulated, and the Duke himself is watoh- 
ing the progress of events from a safe dis- 
tame. The activity of the Duke and his 
followers, however, has not caused a ripple 


than he was before the election. Whatever 
else may occur it may be safely predicated 
that the royal cause is dead in France, All 
this goes to show that the idea of the .repub- 
lic is firmly grounded and that notwithstand- 
ing the many weaknesses in the system there 
is no possibility that it can be overthrown. 
Ministries may come and go and Presidents 
may resign, but the basis of republicanism 
seems firmly grounded, with the prospect for 


the future that the weak points in the system 


will be strengthened and its present incop- 
sistencies removed. The French will learn 
from experience that a republic’ based upon 
American ideas is preferable to a republic 
with the ministerial form of government. 
They will find in due time and perhaps after 
some bitter experiences that the vazjious de- 
partraents of government must be independ- 
ent of each other, that their functions must 
de more closely defined, that they must not 
be allowed to dabble in outside affairs which 
have no logical relation to the government, 
and that the executive department must 
be so detached trom the legislative 
that the fall of a ministry cannot pull the 
President down with it, It also will be nec- 
essary to give the President’ more power. As 
at present constituted the ministry at any 
time may nullify any act of the President, 
whereas the President should have the power 
of veto upon the ministry and Assembly. 
With Presidents like Carnot, who was a good 
but weak man, or like Casimir-Perier, who 
spent most of his time crying—with such men 
as these at the head of affairs, trying to please 
evetybody and estopped from making their 
power felt in the government, it is little won- 
der that they cannot stand against the press- 
ure of opposition. Even men like Thiers and 
MacMahon found it impossible to control 
events? What has happened to them and to 
their weaker successors may happen any day 
to the new President, especially if it be true, 
as isesaid, that he will be a President like 
Carnot. In that case he may prove to be a 
helpless supernumerary, soon tire of his con- 
ditions, and quit like all his predecessors. 
Under the present stem of government in 
France an English paper was not far out of 
the way when it gaid that the French needed 
for their President some such man as Bis- 
marck, Gourko, Crispi, or Stambouloff. With 
such a man as any one of them at the helm 
there would undoubtedly be a revision of the 
Constitution so as to define the powers of the 
various departments of government with 
more accuracy, render them independent of 
each other, and secure greater stability by re- 
moving the danger of a general upheaval 
every time a faction in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties succeeds in upsetting a ministry. The 
republic, however, is unquestionably moving 
im that direction. Meanwhile it is a testimo- 
nial to its permanence that amid the plot- 
tings of Socialists and royalists, the downfall 
of a ministry and the resignation of a Presi- 
dent, the great mass of the French people re- 
main quiet and the republic maintains itself 
under forms of law without apprehension of 
disturbance or resistance from any quarter. 


TO MEET REVENUE DEFICIENCY. 
Senator Sherman has introduced a bill the 


cial emergency as now confronts the adminis- 
tration. It proposes to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue any of the bonds 
provided for by the resumption act or 3 per 
cent registered bonds redeemable in coin 
after five years. The purpose of these issues 
is expressly stated to be to provide for the 
deticiency of the revenues. As an alterna- 
tive the Secretary, is to be authorized to issue 
coin notes bearing 3 per cent interest in de- 
nominations of from $5 to $100, the same to 
be redeemable afier five years, Senator Sher- 
man’s scheme also includes the issue of na- 
tional bank notes up to the par value of the 
bonds deposited to secure thei? redemption. 
Senator Allison has expressed himself @ 
strongly in favor of either increasing the rev, 
enue or issuing short term Treasury notes, 
running one, two, and three years, and bear- 
ing interest at 2 or 24¢ per cent per annum. 
He would limit the amount of issue to about 
50 million dollars, HRG says if the tariff law 
should continue to fail to furnish an adequate 
revenue there would be plenty of time to pro- 
vide the revenue required to redeem those 
notes as they fall due. In the seeond place, 
he recommends that authority be given to 
igsue bonds bearing interest not more than 3 
per cent per annum, in addition to those au- 
thorized by the resumption act for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the parity between gold 
and paper. He would let the greenbacks and 
the currency alone, at least for the present. 
There is reason to hope that speedy action 
will be taken along the lines here suggested, 
as it is understood the bill by Senator Sherman 
and the recommendations by Senator Alii. 
son are the result of an informal application 
made to the Republicans by representative 
Democrats to formulate some kind of a finaa- 
cial policy that will be likely to meet the 
emergency. The short term Treasury notes 
propesed by Senator Allison would be an 
anticipation of future revenues, similar in 
that respeet to the exchequer notes issued in 
England when it is necessary to expend ahead 
of the collection of revenue, and it is believed 
they would be highly popular, as they possess 
every element of a popular loan, while not 
likely to be hoarded during the short time 
they have to run. These notes would be fa- 
vored by Southern men as giving an expan- 
siow of the currency, by Democratic leaders 
who are not willing to admit that the present

Warehouse Commissioners was asked to tell 
what the law contemplates in regard to cus- 
todians or trustees of grain for other parties 
handlipg their own grain through the same 
houses, The board has r through its 
Chairman, Mr. Cantrell, that “the statute 
retzulring a warehouseman to receive grain 
for storage does not mean that he shall re- 
ceive his own grein from himself.“ The 
statute permits him to mix the grain of the 
same grade and of different owners, but this 
applies only to the grain of other parties and 
not to his own grain. If he desires to handle 
his own grain be can do so without taking 
out a license or giving a bond, but when he 
elects to become a public warehouseman he 
can only handle the grain of the public.” 

This is sound common sense, whatever the 


| lawyers and the courte have to say of it as 


law. The temptation to take advantage of 
other owners of grain stored in his keepmg is 
too great if the warehouseman have the op- 
tion of mixmg it at his pleasure with grain 
belonging to himself in the same house and 
of selling on his own account such grain aa’ 
he may select from the different bins, leav- 
ing the rest to those who hold receipts show- 
ing that certain quantities of grain are stored 
for them. Hence it ought not to be permitted. 
If the man or firm operating a public grain 
elévator wishes to buy and sell grain on his 
or its own account the latter part of the busi- 
ness ought to be conducted in 4 separate 
bpilding and without any such connection as 
would admit of the spouting of grain from one 
house to the other. If thie be not enough to 
satisfy the elevatormen they should be com- 
pelled to choose between the two positions of 
publie or private warehouseman. President 
Baker believes the ‘decision above quoted 
from will be enforced and holds that if so 
the elevator men will not beable to trade in 
grain in their own warehousés. He says: II 
they wish to store it somewhere else it will 
be all right, but the warehouse and the trad- 
ing businesses will have to be separate,” 

Still the practical enforcement of the de- 
cision may be a difficult matter. The law au- 
thorizes the commission te investigate and to 
cause the cancellation of the license in case 
of ascertained infraction of the statute, while 
the taking advantage of grain stored with 
him by any warehouseman for-his own benefit 
is one of the things which are forbidden, So 
the commission has power to prevent any 
house from continuing to bea public ware- 
house in cases of ascertained wrong dowmg, 
but has no authority to say a license shall not 
be granted to any one proposing to conduct 
the two kinds of basiness under the one roof. 
But the opinion voiced by Mr. Cantrell may 
be influential in another way if the Board of 
Trade electa to carry the matter into the 
courts. It is probable this step will have to 
be taken if the row defined policy of the board 
is to be carried out, for the combination of the 
two kinds of business as at present. practiced 
is so profitable relatively that the warehouse- 
men are not likely to yield without a strug- 
gle. Perhaps they are telling the truth when 
they suy that the storage of grain and seeds 
for others at present rates would not pay if 
they were not permitted todo business on 
their own account. But that is nota plea of 
which the courts mecessarily. would have to 
take cognizance, though they might favor the 
raising of rates to the figures of a few years 
ago if the warehouses were made exclusively 
public for the storage of grain and seeds. 


REISSUING THE GREENBACKS. _ 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette unfair- 
ly charges Tun Tunern with having recom- 
mended a contraction of the currency, and 
says there is no law that we know of which 
compels the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
issue the greenbacks when he once redeems 
them.“ If that be so the editor of the paper 
does not know of the existence of the law of 
May 31, 1878, which expressly provides that 
‘when any of said notes may be redeemed 
or be received into the Treasury under any 
law from any source whatever and ‘shall be- 
long to the United States they shall not be re- 
tired, canceled. or destroyed, but they shall 


be reissued and paid out again and kept in 


circulation.” 

So there is a law which compels the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to reigsue the greenbacks 
when he once redeems them, and Tuz Trraunz 
urged the repeal of that provision as neces- 
sary to put an end to the present “chain” 
process of redemption by which one and the 
same piece of paper may be presented several 
times at short intervals, each time drawing its 
face value in gold from the National Treas- 
ury. ‘Tus Tumunm proposed that the notes 
should be retired as fast as presented, paid 
for by the issue of the necessary amount 
of bonds, and that those bonds should be used 
to their full face value as a basis for 
national bank note circulation. That would 
not involve any contraction of the ocur- 
rency, and it should be remembered that the 
proposition was to provide additional revenue 
as well ag, to repeal the legislation of 1878 
under the Secretary of the Treasury 
now is imperatively required to keep the 
greenbacksin circulation even if the govern- 
ment should have a surpiys of revenue. The 
Cincinnati paper may have good grounds for 
advising that. the currency be let alone, and 
Tux Tamun has not advocated the passage 
of any bill that Would do more than provide 
for the substitution of national-bond-guaran- 
teed bank notes for some of the government 
due bills that now are in circulation. It be- 
lieves with the paper in question that “ if the 
Treasury should, through increased customs 
duties, be placed in a sound condition and 
there would be less 

ible in maintaining ‘the gold reserve, but 

it would be better, along with provid- 

imgforan increase of revenue, to abolish a 

condition which has been taken advantage of 

by some men at the seaboard to establish and 

keep up a mild run on the National Treasury 
for the gold in its vaults.

I wish to say that such a snow did 
fall in this place as stated to the depth of about 
one inch upon a white snow of a foot or more m 
depth, and as the brown or ashy-colored snow 
was again covered by a subsequent fall it was 
preserved and can now be seen. If the weather 
man wants to examine it and get samples be can 
do so by coming here. This fall of dust-colored 
snow has occurred in this vicinity before. Jan. 8, 
1892, about one inch fell, and, some of it being 
collected and melted, the product was sent to 
Perdue University for analysis. Prof. Huston of

French Galanterie Once Throwa to the 
Winds—Notable French Womens, In- 
cluding Mme. Potonie- Pierre and Mme, 


Maria Martin, Enthusiastic Advocates 


of the Movement=The Dear Enthusiasts 
Only Ask for Civil, Economic, Munic- 
ipal, and Political Privileges. 

Pants, Jan. 1.—[Special Correspondence. }— 
One memorable day in the year 1814 the 
President of the Chamber of Deputies was 
compelled to adjourn the sitting because the 
voices of the ladies @rowned those of the 
speakers and because the crowds, too closely 
packed in the galleries set apart for their ac- 
commodation, invaded the house itself and 
took possession of the seats of the members. 
When the routed Legislature was rallied at 


last a Deputy whose ‘aame history has tailed to 


record was ill-advised enough to throw 
to the wind all considerations of French gal-

anterie and to propose the exclusion of the 
fair sex. The house positively rose at him 
with a cry of indignation and refused to hear 
him out, A little later on Hericart Thury 
pleaded the cause of the fair sex, reminding 
those present of the courtesy and deference 
of the Gauls for their female companions, 
whom they consulted and admitted to their 
deliberations. He spoke to men only too 
willing to be convinced. with the result that 
no suggestion of excluding the better half of 
humanity was ever repeated. 

Women of the present day are no longer 


satistied with merely being allowed into the 


precincts of the house; they demand rights 
ofa graver nature, and the Deputies of the 
last decade of the nineteenth century are now 
considering their demands. Such women as 
Mesdames Potonié-Pierre, Maria Martin, 
Maria Pognon, Coutant, are not content to 
walk in the footsteps of a Princess 
Lise Troubetskoi, who was always present and 
never missed a word whenever M. Thiers 
spoke in the National Assembly, nor even in 
those of the editor of La Nouvelle Revue, 
Mme. Edmond Adam, who was no less assidu- 
ous and attentive when Gambetta spoke. No, 
they demand rights that shall place them on a 
level footing with man, and they have suc- 
ceeded so far in enlist in their cause many 
prominent Deputies who have formed the 
1 group of Women’s Rights.’ 
tnow remains to be seen whether the major 
ity of members in the Chamber will be as 


gallant as were their ancestors, the Gauls. 


History of Movement. 


The feminine agitation started in France 
nearly fifty years ago, in 1848. Since that 
epoch the question of the revendication of 
women’s rights has not only preoccupied 

ilosophers and savants but such women as 

agente Riboyet, Jeanne Deraimes, Pauline 
Roland, and Jenny d’Hericourt have oravely 


descended into the arena and with their elo- 


quence as well as with their pen gained 
many a triumph. It was, however, reserved 
for Mme. Maria Deraimes, a friend of Jenny 
refute the arguments of 


franchisement of Women, which is, even at 
the present day, one of the finest of its kind.

and the philosophers used to define an orator 
as an honest man who speaks well.“ It 
needed but little discernment to see that all 
Maria Deraimes said—and she, the fierce 
combatant for the liberty of her sex, had the 
honor of speaking in the company of such 
celebrated men as Victor Schoelcher and 
Louis Blanc—was impregnated with the most 
profound sincerity. Her program contained 
two important divisions; one wasin aid of 
childrea, the other was a crusade in favor of 
woman, whom she wished to place on the 
same level as man, both in the eyes of the 
law and in the eyes of the world. 

At the present day her most ardent disciples 
are Mme. totonié-Pierre and Mme. Maria 
Martin. These two ladies, with Mme. Boge- 
lot, who attended the Women’s Congress at 
the World's Columbian Exposition, walk in 
the footsteps. of Maria Deraimes, to whom 
they were ever most devoted. Their names 
are well-known outside of France, for they 
are the correspondents of many of the organi- 
zations of women, both in the United States and 
in Engiand. Mme. Potonié-Pierre ig Secre- 
tary of the leading French organization of 
women, La Solidarité des Femmes, and 
also of the French branch of the Univer- 
sal and International Union of the Women ot 
Englan Mme. Maria Martin is now the 
editor of the only newspaper published in the 
interests of women in France, Le Journal des 
Femmes, after having attained the unique 
position of being editor of a political journal 
strongly devoted to the interests of her own 
sex. It is unnecessary to add that these wom- 
en follow most assiduously ali that takes 
place in America on the question that inter- 
ests them most particularly, and that they 
only wish that their fellow country men and 
women would “pull themselves together ”’ 
and work for the cause as they do on the 
other side of the Atlantic.“ 


Recent Progress. 


During the last three months of the year 
1894 women have taken a great stride in ad- 
vance. . After repeated demands made by the 
women to the Deputies a meeting was finally 
organized and a parliamentary group formed. 
The majority of the Socialist members at 
once joined the group and many, without a 
moment’s hesitation, expr selves 
willing to tadorse the most radical demands 
of the program _presented by the women. 
This meant the winning of a great battie, for 
there exist even Socialists who would no 
more think of granting the revendications of 
women’s rights than voting for the return of 
the Princés upon French soil. “ Let us lib.

especially to modify Art. 8 (which says that 
every Frenchman shall be possessed of civil 
rights), making it read: ‘Every person, 
without distinction of sex, shall be possessed 
of civil rights. 


Measures Under Discussion. 


When a Frenchman marries a foreigner, or 
when a foreign woman marries a Frenchman, 
the woman shall always preserve her own 
nationality. The women then claim the sim- 
plification of the formalities of marriage, the 
suppression of the first section of Art, 108, 
which enacts that a married woman may have 
no other domicile than that of her husband; 

the power of the mother be equal to that 
of the father; and that in cases 
of dissent a council formed of male 
and female members of the family be 
allowed to arbitrate. But the most important 
clauses of the program are by far the follow- 
ing, in which not only husbands will refuse to 
concur, but of which most members of the 
weaker sex themselves will not approve. These 
are the suppression of all penalties in cases 
of adultery, the possibility of obtaining a di- 
vorce by mutual consent, the abolition of reg- 
ulated prostitution, and when a woman finds 
herself placed in the necessity to bring up one 
or more children she shall receive a subsidy 
from the State. : 

The economic rights of the women are to 
be, according to their program, not a particle 
less sweeping. The Chamber of Deputies is 
te vete favorably on a project of law giving 
all electoral rights to women for election on 
all the tribunals of commerce. Equal work 
with equal salary is to be recognized by the 
State and applied to all posts in the adminis- 
tration of the country; and that all deposits 
made in the savings bank by a woman may 
not be withdrawn without her authorization, 
the husband being denied the right to place 
an opposition against the wife’s withdrawal. 
This last clause will strike every one as being 
most just, and more so in France than any- 
where else, for the Frenchwoman has the 
dual qualities of being a hard worker and a 
good money saver. 

Their mixed rights call for special classes 
to prepare young women for the different ex- 
aminations, so t they may be in a condi- 

ion to compete for the different govern- 

ental posts; the right to sit on a jury; to 
be a member of a conseil de famille; to 
be Judge on the tribunals of commerce; or 
a member of the Council of Prud’hommes, 
Finally, they demand the abrogation of Art. 
42 of the penal code, by which all women 
were assimilated to culprits. 

The municipal rights are to confer all elec- 
toral powers possessed by men and etigibil- 
ity in case of election. As far as political 
rights are congerned the women are good 
3 to leave themselves in the s of 
the Parliamentary committee, in the hopes 
that the committee will confer upon them the 
right of being appointed to all public func- 
tions, and place them on a level footing with 
men in all that concerns legisiative elections 
and eligibility in case of election. 

In the above program there are no half 
measures, and one wonders if 2 the 
feminine groups there be another Mme. 
Roland— Mme. Roland who, a ceatury 
ago, preferred to goto prison, and later on 
to the scaffeld, for the glory of the principle 
she had at heart rather than seek safety in 
flight. France, having no longer a Marat, 
does not need a Charlotte Corday. Would 
that one could write with an equal amount of 
certainty about the absence of fourth and fifth 
rate Pompadours and Dubarrys from 
among the political men of the Third 
Republic. If the ladies are so anxious 
to have the floor in the Chamber and in the 
Municipal Council, one feels persuaded that 
nowadays in the ladies’ gallery they are some- 
what fatigued to see that there no longer 
blows toward them the very faintest breeze of 
the chivalric and glorious past, and that the 
statesmen of France are no longer full of de- 
votion and heroism, honor and fidelity—in a 
word, full of all those fine passions that ap- 
pear so illogical at times and which a French- 
woman knows 80 well how to inspire.

WOMEN-ON SOHOOL BOARDS, 


Chicago Has a Representative im Mrs. 
Lucy M. Flower. 

Miss Grace Dodge. in an article on women 
and the public schools in Harpers Bazar, 
says: 

„Women's place as teachers in schools has 
never been disputed, and we see everywhere 
five-sixths of the teachers in primary and 
grammar school systems women. Then 
the largest percentage of children are 
below 10 years of age—the age that 
in homes both sons and daughters 
are left to the training care of the mothers. 
Why in the past has there been a question 
that woman’s influence and place should not 
be officially recognizéd in school systems? 
Why in this country are there so few women 
on school boards, either as trustees or 
Commissioners? Why are there at this 
present time no women on the boards of 
New York and Brooklyn? Various answers 
could be given, but no one can now say 
that women should not be represented, when 
the above named boards oversee and control 
over 5,000 women teachers and 300,000 
children. Women serve everywhere on the 
school boards of Great Britain, and three at 
least sit on the great School Board of London. 
Only two weeks ago Miss Davenport Hill 
was elected to represent the City of London 
itself, and had 9,000 majority, though 
her opposing candidate was a prominent 
Duke. In France the influence of women 
has been felt in national education commis- 
sions, and the same is true of other countries, 
No one who has studied the grand work of the 
women in Western States, and known such 
women as Mrs. Flower of Chicago, Miss Hal- 
lowell of Philadelphia, Miss Pingree of Bos- 
ton, but would wish that in every city at least 
six such women could care for the public 
school interests of the children. 

“School systems mean infinite detail. 
Women are accustomed to consider detail, 
and are anxious to investigate and study 
smali matters, realizing their importance 
upon great. Women have been trained as 
housekeepers; there is much housekeeping in 
connection with school work. Women's per- 
ceptions and intuitions are apt to be keener 
than men’s, and these qualities are needed 
where children are concerned. Women have 
more leisure than men during school hours, 
and therefore can visit thoroughly and can 
have time for conferences and discussions 
with principa's, teachers, and parents.“
